FRANCISCO, Dec. 4. — 


Charles W. Hickey, promoter of the 
Great Eastern Woolen Mills, whose 
frequent prosecutions at the hands of 
as many as 400 women who claim to 
have been defrauded by him brought 
him much' before the public eye of 
late, was sentenced to three years in 
San Quentm penitentiary by Superior 
Judge Dunne today. Arthur Meadows, 
a co-defendant with him in connec- 
tion with a charge of obtaining money 
under false pretenses, was given a like 
term. 


In^passlng judgment the court took 


occasion to say that the criminal law 
was In a weak condition and demended 
that drastic measures be taken to 
amend the code. He asserted that it 
was his belief that reforms all over 
the country would soon make it im- 
possible for technicalities to be In- 
troduced to block the progress of the 
court. 


Hickey had entered a motion for "a 
new .trial- on the ground that obtain- 
ing money under laJse pretenses was 
not the proper charge, but this was 
denied and a notice of appeal to the 
district court -was filed. 


Hickey was convicted, together with 
Meadows, of defrauding Tony Rastus 
out of $60 in connection with a deal 
to send a large number of laborers to 
mythical jobs.

Making Fame of Small Potatoes. 
*y 


The school directors think fame can be made of very small 


potatoes. They have changed the name of the Oakland High' 
School to ihe 3. B. McChesney High School. After being called 
the Oakland High School for forty years the institution has been ^ 
condemned to wear the name of 3IcCheEiiey. Sentence was 
> 


passed without the formality of trial or consulting the public. 


It is given oat that the change of name was to prevent con- 


fusion. There appears to have been no confusion outside the j 
board of educaiion. A rose by anv other name may smell as J 
sweet, but calling the Oakland High School by the name of Mc- 
Chesney will not make it any more useful or attractive. The 
change is not a happy one, nor is it likely to prove popular, j 
Neither will it give the board of education a claim to affectionate j 
remembrance. The board could have done no worse had it decreed j 
that it should henceforth be called McClymonds. 


Confusion could have been averted without attaching a label 


to the school that it does not deserve. Names are not so scarce 
that one more fitting could not be chosen. And Oakland has had 
other teachers—some of them dead and some of them living— 
antitled to remembrance. 


Edward Rowland Sill, for instance, was once a teacher in the 


Oakland High School. He has an enduring place in literature, 
where the name of McChesney will be looked for in vain. Pro- 
fessor Pond was not a puddle. If Professor McChesney organized 
the school, Professor Pond reorganized it. and did not do it a 
moment too soon. He resigned the principalship of his own ac- 
cord, leaving an honorable record behind. He did not cling to 
the job till after his usefulness was ended and his tenure became 
a problem to the school department. 


What's in a name? asks Shakespeare. 
Much sometimes and 


sometimes nothing. The school directors appear to have given! 
their preference to nothing. Still we would like the name of the 
Oakland High School to mean something, to suggest something 
in the history of the city worthy of commemoration. 
But the 


board seems to think the petty annals of petty men should be 
given posthumous fame by resolution. 


But shall the Oakland public have nothing to say about the 


matter? We fancy a good deal will be said that will not be pleas- 
ant for the school "directors to hear. The distinction t\ey have 
earned is of a kind that will not immortalize them. Making fame 
6£ small potatoes cannot make the potatoes large or the makers 
famous. An ounce—nay, a pound—of civet good apothecary. 


Let it not be understood that this criticism is a reflection on 


the memory of Professor McChesney or to minimize his talents 
and virtues. They are entirely respectable. 
Professor McChes- 


ney was a good man, and doubtless there are many of his former 
pupils who remember'him with affection. But the point is that 
virtue and respectability are not marks of distinction. Virtuous 
and respectable men are not rare, and men who have spent the 


er-part of their lives teaching are fairly numerous. School 


principals are quite abundant. A few years hence even the citi- 
zen of this town will, noting the name, ask, "And who was Mc- 
Chesney?" The fame that cannot be its own trumpet to a suc- 
ceeding generation it but a passing breath. 


Professor McChesney was at the head of, the Oakland High 


School for many years, and the severest.,criticism of his adminis- 
tration ,was that he'tried to McChesneyize .the school. He had his 
faults as well as his virtues, and while-those faults were temper- 
amental mainly, they militated sadly against his usefulness as a 
teacher., He left no indelible mark on the community, no perma- 
nent impression-upon the school of which he was so long the head. 


It may' seem ungracious to say this, but it is said in no^ unkind 


spirit, still less of a desire to belittle the worth and services of a 
'fflan who labored long in our midst and made many friends 
among us. Nevertheless no man can truthfully say he was a dis- 
tinguished man in his profession, or even that his eminence as a 
teacher will cause, him to be remembered save by those who knew 
,him personally. 
The mistake is in'attempting to give celebrity 


to a man instead of distinction to the school. 


The question to be considered is: Were the services of Pro- 


fessor McChesney so notable and exceptional in character as to 
warrant calling the chief educational institution in the city by his 
name? On the answer to that question we rest our criticism, 
which merely runs to the action of the 'Board of Education and 
not the character of the kindly and gentle monitor and teacher 
whd has so lately been a member of this community. A man 
must create distinction for himself. It is no discredit that he 
fails to create it, but failure to distinguish one's self does not 
justify an effort, however well-meant, to manufacture distinction. 
Without prejudice, we think the school shquld have been given 
another name, provided a change of name was really necessary.

Jhe Turk 


Phil Frauds' New Venture. 


Phil Francis, recently a free-lance editorial writer on the San 


Francisco Call, has begun the publication of a seven-day morn- 
ing paper in Stockton. He has the best wishes of THE TRIBUNE. 
His field is somewhat crowded, but Mr. Francis is well-acquainted 
with his public. He knows the field in which he has chosen to 
launch his enterprise and his .-journalistic experience has been 
large and varied. He will make the Morning Letter breezy and 
interesting. He will print the news fairly and hustle to get it. 
If he does not make his new venture a financial success, he will 
give the people of Stockton a crisp, readable and thoroughly inde- 
pendent newspaper. lie will shake up the dry-bones of cant and 
hypocrisy, and paint things as they are rather than what they 
seem. Frankness and sincerity are his distinguishing traits as a 
writer, and we take it that the Morning Letter will he a reflection 
of the personality of its editor. Building a permanent newspaper 
in a limited field already r,ccupi>d by three long-established dailies 


,<? an arduous undertaking, and we do not envy the task Mr. Fran- 
ci« has before him. Nevertheless he deserves to succeed and we 
hope he will. 


Constantinople occupies the fairest site I'or a great city that 


the world can show. It has been a trade emporium for more than 
two thousand years. Constantine the Great recognized its strat- 
egic position, and made it the capital of his empire. Peter the 
Great discerned the vast possibilities its possession afforded to a 
progressive people. Napoleon said:' "The possession of Con- 
stantinople means the dominion of the world." 


But the transcendent advantages of this famous old city have 


not been utilized by the slothful Turks. It contains 1,200,000 in- 
habitants, but it is the filthiest and most insanitary city in Eu- 
rope. It has no sewer system, and its streets are mainly un- 
paved dirty lanes. The jewel of the earth is encrusted with dirt, 
superstition and Asiatic sloth. Commanding the trade of the 
Mediterranean and the Black Sea, its commerce is pitifully small. 


In the hands of Bulgaria or any Aryan nation, Constantinople 


would speedily become one of the most attractive and populous 
cities on the globe ; but that is precisely the reason why it will be 
allowed to remain in the hands of the Turk. The European pow- 
ers cannot agree that any single power civilized in the modern 
sense should possess it. The prize is too splendid. Therefore the 
Turk will be permitted to retain it and hide its light under a 
bushel. It will continue for awhile longer to rot and fester in 
Oriental filth and squalor — the squalid European capital of a de-' 
cayed Asiatic nation. 


The Sultan will be stripped of the greater part of his Euro- 


pean dominions, but Constantinople, the pearl of the east, will be 
left to him. The trade territory of the city will be in hostile 
hands, and Constantinople must fall into further decay unless its 
trade is neutralized and a more enlightened and progressive gov- 
ernment established. A Balkan kingdom with Constantinople for 
its capital would soon become one of the great powers of the earth, 
but that is not yet to be. Europe must go through anoher travail 
before such a kingdom can be brought forth. The civilization of 
Western Europe is the bulwark of Oriental barbarism on the Bal- 
kan peninsula. Christian jealousy protects the Turk in the posses- 
sion of the magnificent waterway connecting the Black Sea with 
the Mediterranean. More's the pity.

Declares Murder of Women's 


Assailants Wil! Go 


Unpunished. 


RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 4 —In the name 


of the State of South Carolina, Governor 
Blease served notice to the governois' 
conference here yesterday that lynchers 
of negro assilants of white women in his 
State would go1 unpunished 


Governor Blease -warmly defended his 


use of pardoning power, as well as de- 
claring that in 22 months he had par- 
doned or paroled appropriately 400 per- 
sons and that he hoped the number at 
the end of the second term would be 
800. 


"I have said all over South Carolina, 


and I say it again, now," he declared, 
"I will never order out the militia to 
shoot down their neighbors and protect 
a black brute who commits the name- 
less crime against a white woman. 


"Therefore, In South Carolina, let it be 


understood that when a negro assaults a 
•white woman all that Is needed Is that 
they got the right man, and they who 
Bet him will neither need nor receive a 
trial." 


Governor Blease justified the use he 


had made of his pardoning power, he 
said, by conditions he had 
found 
In 


penal institutions in the State 


Flogging in some cases, for children; 


the whipping post for violators of cer- 
tain laws, and sterilization of assailants 
of women, wereadvocated by 
Governor 


Baldwin of Connecticut in an address de- 
livered this afternoon hefore the gov- 
ernors' conference here. In his speech,

Gib- 
bons, the "phantom," and McGoorty, the 
"Oshkosk whale," have pro\ed 
them- 
selves out of the class of all other fiKht- 
ere of their weight In America. In less 
than a. year both have fought their way 
from pugilistic obbcuiity to the 
front 
Jrank. 
Gibbons a year ago was a wel- 
terweight and as such v. hipped all the 
aspirants in lhat brigade, and whipped 
them proper. He became widely recog- 
nized as the cleverest boxer 
in 
the 
ring. 
His poundage, however, 
was a 
trifle large for the welterweight divi- 
sion, so he enrolled with the 
middle- 
weights, notwithstanding that he suffers 
a disadvantage in weight In 
fightins 
jtfembers of the latter class,

', Welterweight, but that his career as a

Eddie 
Bias gone so far as to announce his plans 
to take on Frank Klaus next. 
Klaus 
has the strongest claim for a match with 
the new chamnion, it such is decided 
tonight.
